Late  in  the  same  year 
he  again  became  supervising  inspector  of  shipping  point  inspection  work  in 
Washington,   Idaho,  and  Texas,  and  also  0regon„     In  1926  he  moved  back  east 
and  became  supervising  inspector  of  apples  in  Virginia  and  for  the  next 
several  years  supervised  inspection  work  there  and  in  Mississippi .  In 
1931  he  became  supervising  inspector  of  shipping  point  inspections  in  New 
Ergland.     The  following  year  he  was  assigned  to  New  York  City  to  handle 
destination  inspection  work  and  remained  there  most  of  the  time  until 
1936  when  he  was  transferred  to  Los  Angeles  where  he  has  been  continuously 
located  up  to  the  time  of  his  retirements     Kinsey  was  with  the  inspection 
service  from  the  earliest  days  and  held  many  important  supervisory  assign- 
ments.

Beans  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  South 
Carolina  damaged.    Florida  late  celery  severely  damaged. with  deal  likely 
about  over  by  June  1.     California  potato  shipments,  continue  heavy.  Ho- 
serious  car  shortage  reported  in  any  section  as  result  of  coal  strike  or 
threatened  rail  strike.     First  straight  cars  (3  cars) 1  Calif ornia  canta- 
loups moved  May  21,  light  truck  and  trial  air  express  movement  previously;

Details  of  the  procedure  relative  to  the  approval  of  grower-banner  contracts 
in  connection  with  the  .1946  canned  vegetable  subsidy  program  are  being 
developed  and  will,' be' available  from  the  State  PMA  Committees  soon. 

The  previous  requirement  of  certification  by  the  State  PMA  Committees  of  the 
Production  and  Marketing  Administration  will  not  be.  a  requirement  under  the 
1946  program.     The  canner  who  purchases  raw  vegetables  on  variety,  grade 
or  sieve  size  basis  under  grower-canne  r  acreage  contracts,  however,  must 
obtain  a  determination  from  his  State  PMA  Committee  whether  the  terms  to 
growers  prices  not  less  than  the  designated  area* average  prices  announced 
by  the  U.  S.  Department  of .Agriculture.     If  the  grade,  variety,  or  sieve 
size  contract  price  paid  by,  the  canner  is  determined  to  be  less  than  the 
designated  area  average  price,,,  an  offset,  from 'the  subsidy  payment  will  be 
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made.     In  a  like  manner,  an  offset  is  provided  when  open  market  or  field 
run  prices  paid  are  less  than  the  designated  area  average  prices  announced 
"by  the  U.  S. Department  of  Agriculture.     If  the  grade,  variety,  or  sieve 
size  contract,  price  paid  by  the  canneris  determined  to  "be  less  than  the  • 
designated  area  average  price,  an  offset  from  the  subsidy  payment  will  be 
made.     In  a  like  manner,  an  offset  is  provided  when  open  market  or  field 
run  prices  paid  are  less  than  the  designated  area  average  price.
